Three of the votes cast by Nebraska’s Sen ­ 
ator Ken n eth W herry may have con tributed to 
some ey ebrow-liftin g earlier in the week. They 
were record ed on the floor of the sen ate which 
was con sid erin g the appropriation bill for the 
agricultural d epartmen t. 


On a test v ote recorded on an amendment 
offered by Senator Ferguson of Michigan to re­ 
duce the funds for soil conserv ation, Senator 
Wherry was listed in the news columns as hav ing 
v oted “ for.” It was a close shav e, the Ferguson 
amendment being defeated 38 to 37 . Nebraska's 
second senator, Hugh Butler, was not recorded. 
Then on a committee am en d m en t to the agri­ 
cultural appropriation bill to in crease fun d s 
available lor soil con servation to 280 million .Sj, 
which would m ake available an ad d ition al 55 
million s, approved by the close vote of 41 to 39, 
the n ews column s record ed Sen ator W herry as 
“again st” the amen d men t, Butler n ot votin g. On 


a third am en d men t by Sen ator Douglas of Illi­ 
n ois to red uce by $20,750,000, fun d s for soil con ­ 
servation , rejected by a vote of 52 to 24, Sen ator 
W herry was listed as “again st” the Douglas 
am en d m en t w here previously he had supported 
the Ferguson amen d men t. 
It was clearly a case of being In and out, 
around and about. Douglas, apply ing the pruning 
knife, would hav e reduced soil conserv ation 
funds by an approx imate 20 millions. Ferguson, 
using a sharper blade, would hav e hacked off 80 
tnillions, or would hav e cut four times deeper 
than Douglas. 
Senator Wherry supported the 
deeper cut, opposed the lesser cut. and opposed 
the committee amendment to increase soil con- 
Hcrv ation funds by 55 millions.
